She was rowing away when a sq uad 
of officers came to an est her, and on 
her defy ing them a volley was fired 
into the b oat. Her 13-y ear-old daugh­ 
ter was killed during the fight. 
The riot occurred in the b usy city 
hall and m arket district, and a’most 
in the shadow of the Central police 
station. 
One hundred 
shots , were 
fired, b ut although the district was 
crowded at the b eginning of the dis 
turb aiice, all b ut one of the specta­ 
tors escaped injury . 
Louis Pratt, the religious fanatic 
and one of the leaders of the b and, 
whose 13-y e.ar-old daughter is dead 
as a result of the b attle, » aid in the 
General hospital this morning: 
“I am not going to die. I am going 
to get well and live to kill a few 
more policemen.” 
James Sharp, known as “Elijah III,” 
who was the real head dï the little 
b and of religious enthusiasts. Is stil 
at large. 
Shortly after the âl^ioting 
y esterday he walked into a saloon anc 
laid down his revolver, with the he- 
mark: “I am satisfied; I give up.”

City in March, 1905. 
Sharp, his wite, another y oung man, 
named Green, and a y oung hoy , claim­ 
ed to have l?een the Sharps’ .son, all 
nude, headed a procession of their 
ollowers one cold day in March, 1905, 
and attempted to parade the town. 
hey were arrested, b ut allo\\ed to 
go free providing they left the couÇ^ 
try .

They went io the country sonthea^ 
of this city and camped, where they , 
remained until la/te in the summer 
ollowing, when they b ecame so ob ­ 
noxious to the farmers that they were 
again arrested. 
A second time they 
were let off wHh the promise to leave 
the Territory , which they did, going 
rom here to Colorado. 
Getting into simlar troub le there, 
hey traveled up the Pacific coast and 
finally arrived in Canada last sum­ 
mer. 
Sharp never appeared violent 
here, and took his troub les without 
complaint, assuming that as the rep- 
re.sentative of Jesus it was his sacri­ 
fice to make.
